fjaunching a lifeboat, as everyone 
knows, is a difficult an d delicate op­ 
eration. 
Fran ce, ever fertile in in­ 
vention, now C(7 mes forward with a 
new method of laun chin g a lifeboat, 
says the New York World. O rdin ari­ 
ly a lifel)oat is launched by the crew, 
and, if successfullj^ launched, is c a r­ 
ried out oil the recedin g wave, but 
not until some members of the crew 
have received a complete dren chin g. 
If the first a tte m pt is n ot a success, 
the boat is throwm back on the 
beach, an d the s ta r t m ust be made 
once more. 
This new non-submorsible lifciboat 
does away with an y possibility of 
failure, and perm its the boat to be 
put in the water completely man n ed 
—the crews in their places, ready to 
bend the oars, without mishap or 
delay. 
The trial took place at the Bou- 
logne-sur-Mer, whore is located the 
second oldest life-saving station in 
the world. 
It was established as 
long ago as 182 5. 
The men are both 
Fren ch and English. 
The new a p­ 
paratus, which is the inven tion of E. 
de Poilly, con sists of an inclined 
plane, or shipway, with rails reach­ 
in g dowm to the w ater’s edge and 
havin g an angle of 
about ^¿2 de­ 
grees; also, of 
an automatic car, 
perfectly poised an a formed of two 
frames, 
'which can be folded to­ 
g ether at a m om en t’s notice. 
A movable support is fasten ed to 
the two lower cdg(*s of the un der 
frame and holds the upper frame in 
a position whichjmay be yuried from 
horizon tal to the n ecessary in clin a­ 
tion for the autom atic laun chin g of 
the lifeboat.

In a few seconds the 
pulleys were securely fastened to an 
upright rod on the ship, the cable 
was hauled ta ut and the basket was 
sen t to its destin ation on shore. All 
th a t now remain ed for the people on 
the vessel to do was to take their 
places successively in the basket, 
which made successive trips rapidly 
an d successfully between the shore 
an d the ship, un til all the people on 
board were landed.

HIDDEN TREASURE. 


Fabled Exlstonco of V ast W ealth 
on Cocoa Island.

Dispatches trom Panama tell in 
an uncertain way of the findin^r of 
$1,000,000 in Spanish irold and silver 
on the island of Cocos, near Vera- 
paas, said the San Francisco Chron­ 
icle, recently . 
There has alway s 
been much my stery about the treas­ 
ure which was supposed to be hidden 
on tho island. 
A pirate who was 
va^nudy ioiown 
as Capt. Martin 
roamed the sea early in the present 
century . 
One of his cruisers lay 
alon^ the coast of Peru. After drop­ 
ping anchor at many of the principal 
ports alon^ the shore hi.s crew of 
freebooters 
boldly 
invaded 
tlie 
churches of the towns and took with 
them ecclesiastical treasure of great 
value. 
Houses were robbed 
and 
burned, stores were pillaged, and 
rich men who fell into the hands of 
the pirates were forced to purchase 
their freedom at an exorbitant price. 
This booty , it has been popularly 
. supposed, was hidden somewhere 
about the rugged shores of Cocos 
island and near Waile bay . 
Close to 
the beach is an immense arch, formed 
by two cliffs, whose summits meet in 
one peak. Somewhere along the sur­ 
face of this arch, on the west side 
and along the base of the rocky cliffs, 
it was believed there existed a piv­ 
otal rock, which, when released, 
would reveal an opening to the vault 
of the long concealed treasure of the' 
Incas and Peruvians. 
The nearest 
point on the Central American coast 
to Cocos island is Punta Arenas, in 
Costa Rica, about 300 miles away . 
The distance from Panama is fully 
580 miles. 
Early in June, 1803, Capt. Geislcr, 
of Stockton, accompanied by ten 
New York capitalists, chartered the 
steamer Acapulco for an exploration 
of the island, the captain being sat­ 
isfied that he could find the treasure 
hidden by the pirates. It was on the 
afternoon of the 10th of that month 
that the vessel came to anchor in 
Wafle bay , on the north side of the 
island. Upon the shore of a bend in 
the bay the treasure seekers saw a 
small building, and straining their 
ey es they beheld smoke tumbling 
from the chimney . 
Boats were low­ 
ered and preparations made to land. 
As the voy agers neared the beach 
two men ran from the door of the 
cabin to the beach. 
With all the 
ardent energy of his nature Capt. 
Geisler hurriedly took the party to 
the spot where he believed the treas­ 
ure to be hidden. 
They could not 
find the pivotal rock, however, and 
for da^'sand day s they lived with the 
two men whom they found upon the 
island. 
Baffled in their efforts to find the 
gold and silver, Capt. Geisler gloom- 
ify and reluctantly weighed anchor 
and returned to San Francisco. 
Seekers for treasure on the isle of 
Cocos were known before the Aca­ 
pulco dropped anchor in its bay . 
Early in 189 2 the schooner Eliza Ed­ 
wards was fitted out for a my sterious 
voy age. 
She sailed away from the 
harbor of San Diego with eleven men 
on board. 
Among them was ex- 
May or Barber, of Santa Barbara. 
The voy agers were provided with an 
immense stock of provisions, and 
carried with 
them 
a formidable 
assortment of picks, shovels and 
spades. 
The 
destination 
of 
the 
schooner was Cocos island. The ves­ 
sel was three weeks on its way , and 
during all that tin>e, although fre­ 
quently hugging the shore closely , 
not a house or living creature was 
seen on land., 
Ex-May or Barber and his men 
found no treasure on the island, al­ 
though thev remained until their 
provisions were nearly exhausted. 
Still another strange and weird 
story about the stowaway wealth of 
Cocos island was told in 189 4 by 
Charles Henderson, of Weuseon, O., 
who claimed that while a boy he ran 
away to sea, serving as an appren­ 
tice under Capt. Summers on a ves­ 
sel pl^dng between New York and 
Liverpool. 
Before the late war, and 
while y et a lad, Henderson claimed 
that he was on board a privateer and 
slaving vessel called the Lark. 
He 
was afterward sub-officer of the 
ship. 
The Lark made many trips between 
Africa and the east seas and was 
alway s successful. 
The captain be­ 
came rich, but no one knew what 
became of his money . 
The Lark 
continued to make trips after slaves, 
and one day , while near the coast of 
South America, a United States 
man-of-war attacked the Lark. The 
slaver was ordered headed for a ren­ 
dezvous known to none but Hender­ 
son and the captain. 
In their haste 
to escape the warship they ran the 
Lark u|>on a rock and she rapidly 
sank, scarcely giving the eight men 
time to escape. 
The captain told Henderson that 
he had $72,000 in gold on the ship, 
and that if he would help him secrete 
it from the crew he would share it 
with him. 
All on board the vessel 
escaped in boats, the captain and

Louis XIV., king of France and 
of Navarro, was more dull than 
stupid, and weaker in will than in 
intellect. 
The clumsy y outh grew 
up into ashy and awkward man, un­ 
able to find at will those accents of 
gracious politeness which are most 
useful to the great. 
Among his 
predecessors he had set himself Hen­ 
ry IV. as a model, probably without 
any Very accurate idea of the char­ 
acter of that monarch; and he had 
fully determined that he would do 
what in him lay to make his people 
happy . He was, moreover, thorough­ 
ly conscientious, and had a high 
sense of the responsibility of his 
great calling. 
He was not indolent, 
although heavy , and his courage, 
which was sorely tested, was never 
broken. 
With these virtues 
he 
might have made a good king had he 
possessed firmness of will enough to 
support a good minister, or to ad­ 
here to a good policy . 
The apolo­ 
gists of Louis XVI. are fond of 
speaking of him as “ virtuous.” The 
adjective is singularly ill chosen. 
His faults were rather of the vvdll 
than of the understanding. To have 
a vague notion of what is right, to 
desire it in a general way , and to 
lack the moral force to do it—surely 
this is the very opposite of virtue. 


A Ques tion o f Age.

According to this 
y arn of Henderson they made ! 
for an island and there in a cave hid 
I 
the gold. 
While on the island, so j 
the story runs, the captain and three 
of the men died of smallpox and two 
were drowned by the capsizing of a 
small boat while returning to the 
vessel. 
Henderson, so he say s, was 
picked up by a passing vessel and 
taken to New Orleans. 
He after­ 
ward tried to get some vessel owner 
to help him. recover the treasure, 
but without success. 
Henderson 
afterward fitted out a slop to go to 
this my sterious island (supposed to 
be Cocos), but it is not known that 
he found more than an island u]X)n 
which gulls roost and shrug their 
wings. 
The meager telegrams from Pan­ 
ama to the effect that treasure has 
been found on the island sim])ly adds 
more interest to one of the many 
popular romances of the sea. 


T H E O L D E S T BO O K. 


A Papy rus Roll That Dates Back Fiv e 
Thous and Years . 
Probably the oldest l)ook in the 
world is the Papy rus Prisse, one of 
the treasured possessions of the 
great national 
library in Paris. 
This document was found by Prisse 
in a tomb in Thebes, which con­ 
tained also a mummy of the first 
Theban 
dy nasiy . 
This 
circum­ 
stance alone shows that the book 
certainly dates back twenty -five cen­ 
turies before Christ, and an exami­ 
nation shows that it really belongs 
to a much earlier age, namely , the 
time of King Assa. 
The title reads: 
“ Injunctions of the Prmfect Ptah- 
Ilotep, who lived in the time of 
Assa, the King of the North and the 
South.” 
Chronology places 
this 
Assa at about 3350 B. C , and to this 
age it would then seem that this 
book belongs. 
It is divided into 
forty -four chapters, and is written 
in hieratic rhy thmic language. 
Tt 
directs its words 
to the higher 
classes, and contains for these a 
series of maxims and say ings. 
It 
advises those in authority to show in 
all their doings the characteristics 
of a perfect man. 
The ideal of the 
high official should be wisdom and 
science, and these guides ho should 
heed. 
He is further not to abuse his 
power, is to be modest and moderate, 
for only in this way can he secure the 
good opinion of future generations. 
The author 
tells us that he had 
grown to be one hundred and ten 
y ears of age, and had attained to all 
the honors 
and 
favors 
which 
Egy ptian roy alty could bestow.
